Wintry Blasts Felt 

With the thermometer hover- 
ing around freezing. Jack Frost 
would seem to be making serious 
inroads upon the balmy weather 
recently enjoyed along the Main 
Line. The close of last week, as 
reported by Charles A. Decker, 
Main Line co-operative weather 
observer, of Narberth, showed the 
mercury 10 degrees below freez- 
ing, 20, the lowest temperature 
reported this winter. The week 
was marked by a steady decline 
in the temperature from last 
Tuesday with 54 and 3!) as the 
high-low figures to 34 and 20 on 
Monday of this week. The high- 
est wind recorded for the week- 
was on Sunday with a velocity of 
29 miles per hour from the North- 
west. Temperatures varied from 
six degrees above the normal to 
seven degrees below. The high- 
low figures for the week of No- 
vember 20 to 26 follow : Tuesday, 
54 and 39 : Wednesday, 44 and33 ; 
Thursday, 49 and 35 : Friday, 43 
and 32; Saturday, 44 and 31 : Sun- 
day, 42 and 29; Monday, 34 and 20. 
Considerable flurries of snow were 
seen Sunday night.

Main Line Banks Spread Christmas Cheer 

With $650,000 Ready to Mail Depositors 



Approximately $650,000 will be 
distributed next week by the Christ- 
mas clubs of Main Line banks from 
Bala-Cynwyd to Wayne. When 
the totals from the Paoli and Mal- 
vern banks are added to this amount 
the grand total is expected to exceed 
$750,000. 

Ardmore leads the list with over 
$315,000 to be paid to 5500 depos- 
itors. This is an approximate aver- 
age of $57.27 to each club member. 
Bryn Mawr, having two banks, has 
a total of $185,000, which is an 
average of about $53.50 to each de- 
positor. 

Wayne, also reporting from two 
banks, has almost $100,000 to give 
put as Christmas plums. This makes 
an average of a little over $50 to 



each member of the clubs. 

Narberth will pay an average of 
$50 to each depositor, less than the 
national average of $59 for each 
member. 

Comparing national figures with 
those of the Main Line we find that 
the average for Ardmore is lower 
also, and that there is no bank on the 
Main Line that will pay this na- 
tional rate as an average. 

Another interesting conclusion 
that might be drawn from the facts 
at hand is the evidence that the 
number of depositors has increased 
while the total payments have de- 
creased. Thrift "ideas have in- 
creased, while the payments have 
not been in accord with this growth.

New $175,000 Substation Will Furnish 

Current for 7 Main Line Communities 



With an installed capacity consid- 
erably in excess of present require- 
ments and provisions for the fu- 
ture, based on estimated growth, the 
new $175,000 Ardmore substation 
of the Philadelphia Suburban-Coun- 
ties Gas and Electric Company has 
been completed and energized, ac- 
cording to an announcement by H. 
R. Sterrett, regional vice president, 
at the Ardmore office of the com- 
pany's Main Line division. 

The new substation will provide 
electric current to the communities 
of Ardmore, Wynnewood, Haver- 
ford, Bryn Mawr, Rosemont, Glad- 
wyne, Ithan and contiguous areas 



or a combined territory of approxi- 
mately 30 square miles. It is lo- 
cated at Holland avenue and Coun- 
ty Line road, on a two-acre parcel 
acquired some time ago from Hav- 
erford College. 

There are at present two 33,000-1 
volt lines feeding the substation, 
these being tied in with main line 
feeders connecting the Barbadoes 
substation, near Norristown, with 
the Llanerch substation. Inasmuch 
as the Barbadoes plant receives its 
energy in the main from Plymouth 
Meeting substation, which is di- 
rectly connected with Conowingo, 
it becomes apparent that local users

of electricity are now utilizing cur- 
rent from the giant hydro-electric 
development on the Susquehanna 
River. 

There is also in contemplation a 
new and entirely independent 33,000 
volt line from Chester, which will 
further reinforce the supply at the 
Ardmore point of distribution. 

The present capacity of the old Ard- 
more substation is 3000-Kva. There 
has already been installed two 5000- 
Kva. transformer banks in the new 
substation, while provisions have been 
made for ultimately doubling that 
capacity. Although the old substa- 
tion is still in use, to a limited extent, 
it is anticipated that its entire load will 
be transferred to the new plant in the 
course of the next four or five months. 
Elimination of the old plant and 
extra space made available for build- 
ing purposes at the site of the new 
substation will provide the company 
with considerable land for expansion 
of its operating departments. 

Building of the new eperation vyas 
begun in May last, the contract being 
in charge of the United Engineers and 
Constructors, Inc. The building is of 
brick construction with limestone 
trim. 

Provisions are being made to beau- 
tify the location in general by the 
planting of lawns and shrubbery.

GLARING LIGHTS 
RUINOUS TO SIGHT 



Sudden Flood of Brilliant 

Light Causes Disturbance 

to Delicate Retina. 



Glaring headlights have a decided- 
ly serious effect on the eyes, accord- 
ing to the Keystone Automobile 
Club, which sought an expression 
on the subject from the world-fa- 
mous Wills Eye Hospital, in Phila- 
delphia. Dr. 1. S. Tassman, head of 
the refraction department, was ap- 
pointed by the hospital authorities 
to co-operate with the club in its 
efforts to bring about safer driving, 
and he has covered the subject of 
eye strain as seen by a specialist. 

"In confronting a very brilliant il- 
lumination,'' said Doctor Tassman. 
"there takes place in the eye first a 
simultaneous contraction or nar- 
rowing of the pupil. When very ex- 
cessive or oft repeated in the pres- 
ence of intense light, this may result 
in ocular fatigue, pain or even an 
inflammatory condition of the eye 
more or less constant, because of the 
strain on the delicate self adjust- 
ing mechanism from being called crti 
to function in the presence of severe 
contrasts to which it must adapt it- 
self. 

"The sudden flood of brilliant 
light also causes a marked disturb- 
ance in the very sensitive Retina or 
inner coat of the eye where the 
image is cast. The light being here 
diffused in excessive amount, pro- 
duces a sensation of dazzling. This 
dazzling is abnormal and indicates 
a disturbance of the visual sub- 
stances. Sudden withdrawal from 
the light again produces a sharp con- 
trast, which is immediately followed 
by a brief blind period familiar to 
all. A blind area occurs in the 
vision, the duration of which 
depends on the period of exposure 



and the intensity of the light, and it 
represents an area in the retina of 
the eye which has been rendered un- 

dersensitive. The result is practi- 
cally the same as that which occurs 
in the eye after looking at an eclipse 
of the sun without smoked glasses. 
I severe cases it may lead to what is 
known as Retinitis, which is char- 
acterized by permanent structural 
changes in the inner or visual lining 
of the eye and will be accompanied 
by a corresponding amount of visual 
impairment.''

Zone Change from "A" to Chamber of Commerce Holds

Publicity Plan Under 
Consideration. 



PLEA IRKS NEIGHBORS 

A change of zoning classifica- 
tion is sought in Merion, and al- 
ready citizens of that highly re- 
stricted residential area are up in 
arms about it. Several of them 
appeared at the November meet- 
ing of the Lower Merion Town- j 
ship Commission held in Ardmore j 
Wednesday night, and announced I 
their intentions of opposing the i 
change at a public hearing, which | 
was set bv the commissioners for | 
8 P. M., Wednesday, December: 
10. 

Caspar W. B. Townsend, son 
of the late Joseph Barton Town- 
send, presented a petition for 
zoning change from "A" to "C 
classification, affecting 3.624 acres 
owned by him on the west side 
of City Line between Merion and 
Blancoyd roads, near the Over- 
brook station. He seeks thereon 
to erect an apartment house. 

Most of Merion is zoned "A" — 
single family detached dwellings, 
whose area is not to exceed 20 per 
cent, of the lot area, with front 
lawn of -10 feet depth, rear of 2") 
feet and side space aggregating 
30 feet in width, with not less 
than 10 feet on each side. It is 
believed that the J. B. Townsend 
estate was restricted to corre- 
spond approximately with^ this 
classification before Mr. Town- 
send died. 

The "C" classification sought by 
C. W. B. Townsend & Son, would 
permit, among other things, of a mul- 
tiple dwelling or apartment house; 
two-familv detached dwellings and 
single family detached dwellings with 
30-foot front yard depth, 25-foot yard 
and an aggregate side yard width on 
both sides of 20 feet, with not less 
than eight feet each side and occupy- 
ing as much as 30 per cent, of lot 
area. 

Mr. Townsend's plea, if granted, 
would extend "C" zone now in force 
from Lancaster road north to Merion 
road, on to include the area between 
M • ' ;ii ''nd H'anmyil rnad.s. west of 
Ci;-.

Green Hill Farms, York Lynne apart- 
ments at Berwick road and City Line, 
and a new apartment house now being 
erected immediately across City Line; 
and if zoned "C" would still consti- 
tute on attractive residential district, 
free from objectionable features. 

Against the proposed change nearby 
Merion residents are rising embattled, 
and it is expected pyrotechnics will 
abound at the December 19 commis- 
sion meeting, when a public hearing 
will be accorded both sides.

Order Traces Origin 

to 1215 Magna Charta 

Wvcr was interest so keen as now 
in the various societies composed of 
descendants of those who had a part 
in the founding of the nation. In every 
historical library men and women are 
searching through the records of the 
past to prove that an ancestor foiigh' 
in the Revolution or the War of 1812 
or gave service in some other distin- 
guished capacity when America was 
young. 

Montgomery county has several 
flourishing chapters of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, while 
many residents are members of such 
organizations as the Sons of the Revo- 
lution, the Colonial Dames, the Penn- 
sylvania German Society, the Hugue- 
not Society and the Descendants of 
the Schwenkfeldian Exiles. 

Insofar as the j rcmoteness of the 
ancestry involved might be said to 
lend dignity, all these societies seem 
youthful when compared with the 
Baronial Order of Runnemede, which 
is composed of descendants of the 
English barons who won the great 
charter of rights, known as Magn: 
Charta, from King John at Runne- 
mede, in the year 1215. This order, 
whose only organization has its head- 
quarters in Philadelphia, also has some 
Montgomery county members. 

Active membership is limited to 10C 
who must be lineal male descendants 
of the 25 barons who confronted Kinp 
John in 1215. They constitute the 
"barons'* of the Order. There is a 
Second group composed of "knights" 
As vacancies occur among the 
"barons" the "knights" may be ad- 
vanced. Each "baron" may nominate 
his successor, who thereupon becomes 
a "knight." 

The officers are called marshal, 
justiciar, chancellor, keeper of the 
nurse, keener of the signet keeper of 
the rolls, genealogist and herald. 

The order meets yearly about June 
15 to commemorate the anniversary of 
the granting of Magna Charta. Such 
meetings have been held since 1898, 
wh^n the order came into existence in 
Philadelphia. 

Lower Merion members of the order 
include the following "barons" — Henry 
H. Collins, Jr, and William Mac- 
Pherson Hornor. Bryn Mawr, and Dr. 
Warren Walker. Ardmore. Messrs, 
Collin'; and Walker have named sons 
as "knights."

The 250 delegates of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Associated 
Clubs unanimously accepted the re- 
port of a special committee urging 
immediate and vigorous investiga- 
tion of a proposal to remove the 
university from its present West 
Philadelphia location to a less con 
gested locality, presumably historic 
Valley Forge. 

About 80 of the 88 clubs were 
represented and there was much 
enthusiasm when K. Wallace Chad 
wick, chairman of the committee 
announced that sufficient land for a 
new location at Valley Forge had 
been offered the university by the 
president of the Alumni Associa- 
tion. 

Former U. S. Senator George 
Wharton Pepper, who was toast- 
master at the dinner, said the alumni 
of the university are enthusiastically 
in favor of the proposition to trans 
fer the college to the land which has 
been donated by Henry Woolman. 

Dr. Josiah H. Penniman, presi- 
dent of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and A. Lawrence Lowell, 
president of Harvard, delivered ad- 
dresses to the delegates and both 
speakers deplored the present-dav 
cynicism of referring to college edu- 
cation as a handicap. 

The Valley Forge land includes 
f/8 acres, nearly 100 more than the 
institution's tract. Advocates of the 
change pointed out at the meeting 
that, at Valley Forge, the univer- 
sity "would have opportunity for 
the first time to express the priceless 
associations surrounding its origin 
and early history." 

It would be particularly fitting, 
said one speaker, to place the great 
university, founded by Benjamin 
Franklin, on the soil" of Valley 
Forge with the headquarters of one 
of Washington's staff generals on
